(a) there bas been loss of life or serious injury to person; or ‘

_ When arrest is made without warrant, immediate intimation of such arrest must be 
given to the head of the railway employé’s department, 

2. Under ordinary ciroumstances, no immediate arrest is necessary. A warrant should 
be applied for in the usual manner, the police maintaining a watch over the movements of 
the accused, where this precaution is deemed necessary. } 

8. When arrest is effected by warrant, the warrant should, in the absence of any 
direction to the contrary in the warrant under secticn 77 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
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1898, be executed by a police officer of rank superior to that of a Head Constable aret grade

(‘) He must have passed the F.E. examination of the Calcutta University, and be 
under 23 years of age, but no student will be allowed to join the Agrioultural 
gee after the expiration of five years from admission into the Engineering 

s0llege, 

(i) He ne eae passed the B.A. examination of the Caloutta hla, the 

course, or possess other sufficient educational qualifications; be under’ 
23 years of age, and, in addition, have received a nomination from the 
Bengal Government. 

(ii) He must have had a general education quiftying him to follow the instruction 
in the Higher Agricultural Class, and must also receive a nomination from 
Government for admission as a special student. To be eligible for a nomina- 
tion under this rule, a candidate must either. have landed property of his own, 
or be recommended by some influential landholder who desires to train him to 
take part in the management of his estate, or he must otherwise satisfy 
Government that he intends to make practical use of his agricultural training.

BIHAR SCHOOL Of ENGINEERING. 


Prospectus for Admission. 


Tuts School is under the management of the Principal of the Patna College, assisted by 
a Board of Visitors. It owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to commemorate 
the visit to India of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. The object of the fund was 
the promotion of technical instruction in Bihar. The School was formally opened on the 
11th July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2, The number of students admitied to tho first-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60, of whom only 15 can be other than Biharis by race (yiz., natives of the North-
